lege  lu  1884.  He  was  the  author  of  nuuieroua 
work*  on  law  and  social  science,  was  a  promi¬ 
nent  member  of  the  Union  League,  and  was  an 
active  promoter  of  the  free  trade  movement 


Kesiah  Ward.  The  School  was  continued  about 
flve  years  with  much  sucoees,  numbering  at  times 
st  high  as  seventy,  the  scholars  oomittg  from 
Bell  villa,  Orange,  t’ranetown  and  Speartown, 
even  In  the  oddest  weather.  Oue  of  the 
sohdare,  still  living,  is  able  to  refieat  from  me¬ 
mory  the  first  two  chapters  of  John's  Gospel, 
which  were  there  learned— no  moan  acquire¬ 
ment  even  In  there  days.  After  this  there  waa 
no  Colored  Sunday  school  until  1882,  when  it 
was  organised  by  Rev.  Mr.  Uyde,  being  discon¬ 
tinued  daring  the  winter  months.  Mr.  Hyde 
having  Joined  the  Union  army,  he  was  succeeded 
by  Mr.  Gould,  and  he  by  Mr.  Wight.  In  May, 
1940,  Mr.  J.  A.  Davis,  Jr.,  took  charge  of  the 
School,  and  continued  as  lu  Superintendent 
nearly  seven  years,  until  January  last.
